Pilgrimages will 
he made to the shrines of famous 
(;seorgians, The entire past history of 
the state will be carefully reviewed. 
“As a climax to this study, each 
student will carefully contemplate the 
resources of the state of Georgia, and 
decide how he of. she may best de- 
velop the forces and products of the 
great state. Each child will be required 


'to formulate a creed to govern his or 


her life in order to make Georgia a 
still greater and better state.”

The 
great trouble as to possible 
creased acreage rests with Governor 
Moody’s own state and with the 
other cotton producing states of 
the sOuthwest. Texas has heen tak- 
ing in an enormous new producing 
area each year. So has New Mevi- 
co, Arizona and even southern Gali- 
fornia. Texas, however, has been 
the aggressor in this respect. It is 
fitting, therefore, that this move- 
ment should originate with the 
Texas executive. It is hoped that 
he may be able to control the sit- 
‘uation {In his own state. 
._In the meantime, it

and in all of the southeastern states, 
to increase the acreage. This 
should be nipped in the bud, and 
now. Such a course can only mean 
production at a loss, and this 
what has brought about farm 
pressions in the past and will al- 
wavs bring depression about as long 
as followed. 

The course of wisdom is to cut 
the acreage in the southeast at 
least 10 per cent and cultivate 
more intensively. thus producing 
more cotton to the acre than here- 
tofore. The cost production 
per lint pound automatically is re- 
duced as acreage production 
creased. Therefore, it a 
and pad proposition that every 
farmer and every business man 
should instantly recognize. This in- 
creased production can not 
only from intensive cultivation, but 
by better preparation and 
seed beds, more liberal fertilization 
and better farming generally. 

By the same token this is the rre- 
scribed program, with the scientific 
use of calcium arsenate for the con- 
trol of the boll weevil. 

It is folly to think there will be 
no weevils this year.

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USTICE has scored a notable 

triumph in apprehending the 
murderer of Marion Parker, 
of Los Angeles. But what 
has happened to Justice in 
the dase of tHlittle Yetta 
Abramowitz, the New York child slain 
eight months ago? 

Here was a_fiend-slaying atrocious 
in the extreme. From what little evi- 
dence we have, the child had been 
stalked for days before she was final- 
ly enticed onto the roof of an apart- 
ment house near her home in the 
bronx, ostensibly to view the search- 
lights from the fleet in the Hudson. 

Once on the root the fiend attacked 
her, then brutally killed her. The 
wounds indicated that he had seized 
the child by the feet 
and dashed her head 
against the brick cop- 
ing. 

One 
nessed this ogre at 
his work, heard the 
child’s screams, Saw 
the man run. For a 
briet instant the 
scene was outlined 
against the iluminat- 
ed sky, and then fell 
a darkness which 
never lifted. Justice 
groped for a while 
and then gave up. 

The murder of lit- 
tle Marian Parker in 
Los Angeles recalls a 
“fiend slaying” in 
New York some 
months ago even 
more appalling, in at 
léast one réspect, 
than this recent west- 
ern atrocity.  Terri- 
ble as was the killing 
of Marion Parker, 
the death of Yetta 
Abramowitz may be 
rated as more Serious 
for this reason: the slayer of Yetta 
Abramowitz has never been caught. 

Yetta Abramowitz was 12 years 
old, the same age as the Parker child. 
She was the next to the youngest oft 
the five children of Sarah and Lous 
Abramowitz, who lived at 883 East 
165th street, the bronx, in the heart 
of a thickly populated section. 

Not a strong child, she was habitual- 
ly mild and quiet, and everybody, 
loved her. Her parents, her brothers 
and sisters idolized her; she was their 
angel... And fier teacher at P.'S. 23 
loved her, too. Yetta, according to 
the teacher, had thevbest singing voice 
in her class. She had been chosen, 
last May, to participate in the health 
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play at the school, fo take place June 
{. She was going to be one of the 
ladies-in-waiting to the Queen ot 
Health. 
Yetta and her sister Rebecca, who

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E CALLED him “Big Fellow’ at che Royal 

Canadian Mounted Police post at Craig 

Harbor, Ellesmere Land. And he _ looked 
every inch his name. 

Not that he was so very big. He did not stand 
nearly so tall as King, the giant leader of the Dundas 
Harbor police post on North Devon Island, a hundred 
and fifty miles farther south. Nor was he as heavy, 
pound tor pound, as old Okadleo, in his day the mas- 
ter of a hundred fierce half-wolves at Pond’s Inlet, 
Baffin Land. 

But Big Fellow was big, if you know what I mean. 
He was clean-limbed; broad of chest and his strong 
back arched like a ribbon of steel beneath his shaggy 
fur. His feet were broad and slrone-clawed. and the 
way he carried his magnificent tall proudly curled 
over his back was a eertain sign of the unconquered. 
And with it all Big Fellow was a handsome dog: 
brown and black, with touches of white beneath his 
deep throat 


He used to 100K a veritable King ol the Northland. 
Standing with his slim hindlegs thrust strongly in 
the snow, his head held high. radiating the con- 
sciousness of his supericrity over every one of the 
torty-odd dogs we had at Craig Harbor. As a fighte, 
he was inyincible—not so much because of his size 
and spirit, but because he possessed the keenest tangs 
in the Arctic and could use them with lightning 
speed. Big Fellow’s eyes were deep brown, flashing 
softly here and there as he lay quietly among the 
other dogs of the team But, seemingly indifierent 
though they were, little ever escaped them, and the 
Slightest sign of trouble would suffice to make them 
sparkle with eagerness 

Big Fellow came up to us trom Disko. Greenland. 
brought north on the yearly supply ship Arctic with 
fourteen other dogs tor distribution among the newly- 
built police posts on the edge of the Polar Sea. An 
epidemic of “poblokto,’ a species of Arctic rabies, had 
Wrought havoc with the dogs brought up from Baffin 
Land, and the new consignment was to fill the thin- 
ning ranks 

He had attracted the corporal’s attention by the 
cool, disdainitul way he lay among the snarling ani- 
mals lashed in the Arctic’s ‘tween decks. only growl- 
ing menacingly whenever two fighting dogs lurched 
near him on the end of their steel chains. It seemed 
to us, eying him critically, that Big Fellow must have 
been King of that great pack of savage dogs which 
roam the beach at Disko during the workless months 
of summer. For no cruel teeth marks marred nis 
fine pointed ears, and nis very manner showed that 
Big Fellow had yet to meet his master 

He was probably three years old when ne came up 
to Ellesmere The shark meat summer tare at Disko 
had kept him iean, and he must have weighed in ‘the 
neighborhood ot ninety pounds. [In spite of his size 
and strength. he was as gentle as a kitten with nu- 
mans; jealous. as most Eskimo dogs are, and by tar 
the most affectionate of the five allotted to Craig 
Harbo! 

A huge gray iay beside Big Fellow. and it was evi- 
dent that they had run together down at Disko—for 
mutual protection, if nothing more—and we selectea 
him. together with two fine-looking white bitches 
and a peculiar yellow dog of great strength. put of 
such a nervous temperament that it was only with 
great difficulty that we could get nim over the side 
of the Arctic and into the whaleboat 

The ship brought down from Etah North Green- 
land. two Eskimo families who were to stay with 
Corporal Michelson. Constable Anstead and me at 
the lonely police post on Ellesmere Land for one 
year, replacing a family ot Baffin Land Eskimos re- 
turning south to Pond’s Iniet. Both Klisshook and 
Panik-pa brought their own teams. sc that with the 
new Disko dogs and those we already had. there were 
nearly forty dogs at Craig Harbor, of whch thirty 
were fit for sled work. 


And how they fought during tnose first days, when 
we let them run loose about the camp to limber up 
after the confinement of shipvoard, testing each 
other’s strength and struggling for the leadership of 
the entire post! 

Panik-pa, the old walrus hunter trom Etah, pos- 
sessed three good fighters, led by an evil-looking gray 
called Akshuktua. Klisshook’s team were all ugly 
white, like the northern wolves trom which they 
sprang. and were forever fighting among themselves. 
A great white dog, with a black patch over one eye 
which gave him the sinister iook of a canine Long 
John Silver, daily struggled for the mastery with a 
fast young white, eager for the honors of leadership 
and the spoils it brought. 

The nervous yellow dog trom Disko we named 
Ginger, and what a dance he led us before we could 
get anything out of him! His perpetual fear of 
every one and everything was comic, and yet pathetic. 
We could never decide whether he nad been born 
scared, or whether life down among the half-wolves 
of Disko had drained all his spirit. It was all-.the 
more peculiar because he was a well-built anima!. 
enormously strong, and possessed a fine set of teeth. 

It was almost pathetic to see how he would creep 
near Big Fellow and Rusty tor protectlon—never too 
near to risk incurring their displeasure, but never so 
far away that a warning grow! did not arise in Big 
Fellow’s throat it another dog sought to molest him. 

For those first few weeks at Craig Harbor he was 
the bane ot our existence. He bit himself loose re- 
peatedly, and, as he was always hungry, never daring 
to come near the blubbershed at teeding time, he 
roamed about the post eating everything In sight, 1n- 
cluding several pairs of sealskin shoes and the leather 
thongs on our skiis, stacked behind the storehouse. 

Finally we itassooed him and wireo him in a set 
of reinforced harness and Kept him there. He wouid 
snarl in the most ferocious manner and lie on his back 
twitching his long, pointed ears, but ne never actually 
bit any one. In his way, he was quite handsome, and 
his strength was prodigious, though much of it was 
born of fear. Later on he became a great sled dog 
and a wonderful worker, though he never ceased be- 
ing scared. 

The results of those first tussles were decisive. Big 
Fellow and Rusty met the Pond’s Inlet dogs, Arkjung 
and old Okadleo, on the flat behind the detachment 
house. It was soon over. Rusty easily defeated 
Okadlece, who had broken one of his fangs in a 
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struggle with Arkjung the year petore, and Big Fel- 
low would have killed Arkjung had we not observed 
the fight in time and driven him off with heavy seal- 
hide whips. Although he had been beaten himseit 
it gave old Okadleo a great satisfaction te see the 
punishment meted out to his enemy. Arkjung, by the 
new fighter trom Disko. ana he crawlea away behind 
a rock to watch the numuliation of the black. 

The clash between Panik-pa’s fierce ieader are! Big 
Fellow came on a nunting trip when both teains were 
put together to haul a big load of frozen walrus meat. 
And among the twelve dogs nitched tc the long Baffin 
Land sled there could’ be oniy one master. At first 
Akshuktua and his. Etah triends ran on one side, 
leaving a gap in the tan-spread traces directly in 
front of the sled runners. Big Fellow and his tollow- 
ers panted along on the other side. A jam in the 
ice started the inevitable vattile 

Panik-pa was driving. ana when the ioaded sled 
Stuck between two nNummocks ne used his sealhide 
whip unmercitully [The straining dogs leaped tor- 
ward, only to tall back again in a snarling, tangied 
mass when the sled retused to budge In a flash the 
fight was on. 

Akshuktua charged.tne Disko dogs, growilng his 
passionate rage. The lazy look nad left Big Fellow’s 
eyes. and they shone like sparkling amber. He snot 
forward like a steel spring suddenly uncoiled and 
nurled himself vetween AKksSDuktua and Ginger sink- 
ing his Keen tangs beneath the Etah dog's ear. The 
force ot the assault carried AkKshuktua off his feet 
and crashed him backward on the snow 

Howling ferociously, a powerful white Etah dog 
sprang to nis jieader’s assistance and sank his teetin 
in Big Fellow’s shoulder But before the youngster 
could lock his jaws Rusty nad hurled his massive body 
against him and the palr tell together a ripping, 
snarling, tangled heap ot blood and tur. Ginger crept 
to the end of his trace and awaited the outcome. 

Akshuktua tought desperately. He was no coward, 
and he, too. nad yet to experience the bitter pangs 
of deteat. Foam. flecked with blooa dripped trom 
his mouth as he fought to loosen Big Fellow’s grip 
on his throat. For several minutes the dogs battled. 
Then Panik-pa ieaped in, swinging nis whip. A brutal 
blow of the ivory nandle sent Rusty reeling 

Freed trom Rustys grip. the Etah dog turned and 
threw himselt on Big Fellow Quicker than a flash 
the Disko leader loosed his teeth trom Akshuktua and 
met the fierce youngster in mid-air Vice-like, his 
fangs gripped the youngster’s ears; a quick shaking. 
as a terrier shakes a rat: and Big Fellow had flung 
him aside, turned again, and grappled with Akshuktua 
as the white dog rose to meet him. Over and over 
they rolled until Panik-pa. with a volley of impreca- 
tions and a shower of blows with the heavy whip- 
handle, drove Big Fellow from his bleeding victim. 

It was enough. The white wolf-dogs from Etah 
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knew they nad met their master. They knew now 
that they ‘could never hope: to defeat the lightning- 
Streak from Disko single-handed Some day, with 
the aid of Klisshook’s savage whites, they might bring 
him down. But Akshuktua never again tackled Big 
Fellow alone 

It alwavs seems that there is something in the 
spirit of a Northern sled dog akin to that which anl- 
mated the champ.ons Qi the old prize ring, or the 
celebrated gunfighters of the old days in the West. 
Fighting to them was the breath of lite. They fought 
a!! comers. fiercely rejoicing in victory and proud of 
supremacy, and then, sooner or later. drinking deeply 
of the cup ot deteat 

So it is with the dogs whose lives are spent in the 
wilderness of the North. The leadership of a hard- 
fighting team means continuous combat, and never- 
ending tear that some day will come another dog, 
bigger, stronger quicker with his tangs; fear that 
some day one of those tast-growing youngsters will 
prove just a little too strong. a little too speedy, tor 
the tricks of the old master. 

It was interesting to watch how each of the old 
dogs behaved when the three young puppies born 
to Ipuksae. the keen gray bitch, joined the police 
team soon after Christmas. They were fine little fel-

lows, tat as butter strong tor their seven short months 


of life. and as mischievous as they could be. 

At first they ran on short traces, behind the rest 
of the dogs, and were unceremoniously pulled along 
in the right direction when the sled swung suddenly 
round a curve. Big Fellow left them entirely alone, 
treating them with a mixture of affection and con- 
tempt. Rusty, while they were young, did likewise. 
So did Okadleo, Arkjung, Ooniooch and the others. 
It was the timid, spiritless Ginger who turned bully. 

That was during the winter, when they were grow- 
ing and getting used to things. When spring came, 
with the brilliantly cold days of late March and early 
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April, they blossomed out in aj] their youthful 
strength, and one day they piled on Ginger in a 
body and gave him the drubbing ot his miserable 
life. After that the yellow dog’s life was wretched 
enough The mischievous youngsters would slip up 
behind him on the trail and nip him artfully, until 
Ginger howled with pain. 

In the team Ginger was a wonderful worker, pant- 
ing along as if he teared to be whipped to death 
any minute, though he seldom needed a touch. Big 
Fellow was tireless, driving along with his short, ner- 
vous stride. He did not pull with the frenzied energy 
of Ginger, nor with the steady power of big Rusty, 
yet he seemed to forge along mile after mile in 
an easy, effortless way. He was seldom too tired at 
the end of a hard day’s run to hurl his weight against 

:e breast-strap of his bearskin harness and bring the 
team into camp on the dead run. 

The fight between Big Fellow and Narlegakshua. 
the evil-looking leader of Klisshook’s wild team, was 
bound to come. sooner or later. And when it came 
it was an epic. Like the previous struggle between 
the police team and Panik-pa’s dogs, it took place 
out on the floe-edge when the two teams were joined 
to haul an eighteen-foot sled loaded with a ton of 
walrus meat.

savage whites attacked Ginger and precipitated the 
battle. This time it was Rusty who sprang to the 
yellow dog's assistance and sent the Etah dog reeling 
in the snow. Then Ilksuk, Narlegakshua’s teammate. 
charged Rusty from the rear. At the same time the 
Etah leader leaped forward and sank his fangs into 
Rusty’s neek. 

Big Fellow’s spring carried him across five yards 
of snow and squarely on top of Narlegakshua, who 
turned to grapple with him To and fro they swayed, 
struggling to clamp on a death grip. Klisshook had 
gone down to the floe-edge, and there was no one 
to interfere. 

Narlegakshua was a heavy dog, extremely powerful, 
and a tricky fighter. Big Fellow thrust his sinewy 
hind-feet in the snow and hurled the white dog back- 
ward, but before he could leap on him and sink his 
fangs in the thick fur Narlegakshua had slipped from 
beneath him, turned, and was ready to grapple again. 

To and fro they struggled, streams of white breath 
pouring trom their nostrils into the zero air. Once, 
with a desperate iurch.

Once Narlegakshua tore himself 
free, blood dripping from his lacerat- 
ed lips to stain the snow in crimson 
blotches. With a Savage, ripping 
Slash he opened a three-inch gash ia 
Big Fellow’s fiank, -but he had not 
Strength left to follow up the attack 
or withstand the fury of the Disko 
dog. Luckily, Klisshook arrived tn 
time to save the big white from cer- 
tain death beneath Big Fellow’s tlash- 
fangs. A blow of the Eskimo’s 
pick sent him reeling in the snow, 
AW a \ from the blood-spattered spol 
where Narlegakshua lay moaning 
weakly, a beaten and humiliated dog. 
Big Fellow lay breathing heavily, 
licking his wounds and showing his 
satisfaction at the outcome of the tus- 
sle in the gleaming sparkle of his 
brown eyes. This battle had made 
him sure that, alone, at any rate, no 
other dog at Craig Harbor could hope 
to defeat him. There was no droop 
in his proud tail when he walked 
across the snow to where Rusty lay. 
Rusty and Narlegakshua’s team- 
mate, a savage white named Iiksuk, 
had been evenly matched. The su- 
perior strength and greater weight of 
the Disko dog had been counterhbal- 
anced by the youthful eagerness of 
the Etah white. Both were nearly 
spent nes merciless blows of the tce- 
pick drove them apart.

For miles they followed the tracks, 
finally catching sight of the big ani- 
mal just as a mist blew inland from 
the open water of Baffin Bay to the 
southward. 

Mist or no mist, the chance of fresh 
meat was too good to lose. Throw- 
ing off the load as the sled sped over 
the smooth ice, Klisshook cut the 
straining dogs loose one by one, 
“clucking”’ them after the speeding 
bear. They needed little urging, and 
were soon lost in the mist. T he mist 
turned into snow, and the snow to a 
blizzard, covering the sled tracks and 
the men’s own trail back to camp 
equipment. The driving wind oblit- 
erated even the tracks of the dogs 
still in pursuit of the fleeing 
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ahead, 
bear. 

It was a desperate situation. With- 
out dogs, without any way of finding 
the camp gear, or the trail back to- 
ward Craig Harbor, the two men were 
helpless.

The great white bear, 
cornered on a flat iceberg, .surround- 
ed by the snarling pack of dogs, rush- 
ing at them when they sought to grip 
him, alwavs just a little too slow. 
Back again, to stand rumbling with 
rage against a pinnacle of ice, swing- 
ing his huge forepaws as the howling 
dogs sought to drive in and seize his 
white throat. 

Then, perhaps, Ginger 
the fight with the others, 
still a respectful distance 
baited bear. The great white brute 

him, charges Ginger standing in 
his tracks, too paralyzed with fear to 
move. the bear. pays no heed to 
cat-like bitch clinging like a limpet to 
his flanks. His glittering beadv eves 
see only Ginger. 

3ig Fellow sees the rush. He hurls 
himself with lightning speed straight 
as an arrow for the gleaming white 
throat, sinking those magnificent 
fangs in the vellowy-white fur. He 
hangs on grimy with the courage 
born of th wild. It would be 
enough. the check would give Gin- 
ger time to escape the bear’s savage 
onslaught. But no! He stands fear- 
stricken in the path of the big brute 
making no effort to-get away. . One 
swinging blow from the mighty fore- 
paw and Ginger crumples heap of 
lifeless bone and vellaw fur. 

A savage lurch and Big Fellow’s 
clinging weight has brought the great 
white brute to his knees. . The. othe: 
dogs dart in and sink their teeth in his 
fangs and neck. But they can’t hold 
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him! Nothing can hold him. He 
too powerful and far too fresh, even 
now. He rises, lumbering to his feet, 
flinging off the dogs as though they 
were flies—all but the courageous 
leader, still with his jaws locked in a 
death grip below the bear’s ear. An- 
other swing and a sweep of the giant 
Daw, and Big Fellow, heavy as he is, 
roes hurtling through the air to fall 
twenty feet away in a mass of jag- 
ged ice. He lies still, his spine and 
halt a dozen ribs broken like reeds. 
Bereft of their gallant leader, the 
other dogs melt away into the mist 
and eventually find the trail home to 
Craig Harbor, leaving the bodies of 
their dead teammates quickly stiffen- 
‘no in the biting Arctic alr. 

Perhaps that is the real story. It 
seems there can be no other. Unless. 
perhaps. Big Fellow and Ginger, the 
hero and the craven, kept on the trail 

the bear as he swings for the open 
water, kept on too long and too far, 
and were carried away bv the break- 
‘ng floes. 

Sometimes it would seem different 
till. Maybe thev kept on the trail of 
the white one far north along the 
Eilesmere Land coast, even into the 
channels leading to the Polar Sea, 
eventually to “go wild’’ and join one 
of the great packs of Arctic wolves 
ranging the caribou and -musk-ox 
hunting grounds of the Far North, 
back to the life of their forbears, and 
rejoicing in the new freedom. 

Perhaps. Who can tell?

I hold that life is about to become 
more difficult: for women, but I «also 
hold that the courage needed to fight 
the difficulties of daily life aas noth- 
ing to do with the audacity needed 
for aviation or for any other snort. 


I have maintained thit woman. ts 
more audacious than man, but I was 
not speaking of phvsical audacity or 
audacity in sports. 

1 spoke of the audacity with which 
She defends the beings that are in- 
trusted to her and of the audacity with 
which she risks her life to be loved, 
which are far different froin the au 
dacity required in sports 

I made the acquaintance recent!y 
of the wife of one cf our great wat 
mutilated—a woman who is a2 Ttles- 
ible reed, incapable of lifting a table 
from the ground: one of those frail 
women of the past who fear even the 
sight of a mouse. 

She related to me how a band of 
drunken men had attacked the isolat- 
ed country villa where she was living 
with her husband, who had no arms 
and could do nothing to protect him- 
self. She was trembling, but despite 
her fear she armed herself with a re- 
volver, went down and put to flight 
this band of menacing men. This 
woman who trembles at the sight of a 
mouse had this courage, but she had it 
hecause she had a being intrusted to 
her care whom it was her duty to de- 
fend. She would never have done tt 
had she been alone, even though she 
had been trained in sports. 

And it is just the same-at present. 
After the Mafalda was shipwrecked 
several months ago, hundreds of ept- 
sodes were told of women who saved 
their children, defending them against 
the crowd who wished to push them 
aside and even defending them from 
others on the sinking ship who tried 
toitake their life belts away: The 
women Carried the helpless children 
in their arms toward the life boats, 
and many let themselves drown in the 
abyss in order that their weight might 
not overload the boat that bore the'r 
children. 

This is courage. This is audacity. 
But both were excited by the senti- 
ment of love. Well, this courage and 
this audacity have nothing to do with 
that acquired by participation in 
sports, aviation included, nor has this 
anything to do with the audacity need- 
ed for the battle of life. 


But if | do believe that the courage 
and audacity with which woman is 
provided, or which she needs, are ac- 
quired by sports, it is not true that | 
am opposed to the idea that woman 
should acquire prestige. 


1 am in favor of woman gaining 


prestige—but in her own domain, in a 
domain in which she can be a supe- 
rior being, in a domain in which she 
can find enjoyment. 

Man loves sport; he loves to play 
tennis, to fly, to swim; he puts pas- 
sion into these efforts, out he puts 
passion into them because ‘or him 
sport is an agreeable exercise that ap- 
peals to his intelligence. 

The end at which man aims ts not 
so much to plav or to conwuer as to 
materialize an idea that preoccupies 
him 

What amuses him in foorvall, ten- 
nis or golf, is not so much to exercise 
his muscles, or to be applauded, but 
more to see how he can arrive at such 
and such a combination. just as a 
woman does when she dons a new 
dress. 

Men take so much pleasure in sport 
because sport permits them to con- 
ceive an infinite number of little com- 
hinatitons of an abstract kind, just as a 
mother does with her baby. The at- 
traction a game holds for man 1s as a 
variant to meditation, and this-attrac- 
tion can be replaced by meditation, by 
calculation. 

That is why he finds almost as 
much amusement in watching others 
play as in playing himself, and that 
also is the reason why sports have all 
been invented by man and are con- 
tingally being chanoed hy tian. 

Sports and aviation are for man 
games of  iIntelligence—lIike com- 
merce, literature, sclence—with this 
advantage: Here the effect of calcu- 
lation can be realized and controlled 
at once, here his discoveries can be 
followed bv thousands, by millieans ¢° 
‘ndividuals, and the prizes, the honors, 
the monev he can gain trom them are 
very tangible. 

Nothing of this for woman. Sport 
tor her is not a means of exercising 
her intelligence, but a game for wer 
muscles, a gamble, and an occasion 
to change dresses and to meet friends. 
In point of fact. if she is amused by 
gambling, she does not find amuse- 
ment in watching others play or in 
plaving alone; although she is supe- 
rior to man in the domain of inven- 
tions, she has invented rotning in the 
domain of sport. 

She has devoted herself to this dur- 
ing the last few years a little for the 
attraction of competition and the 
prizes to be gained, but more under 
the illusion that her «iulgence in 
sport and the prizes and celebrity she 
might gain would be useful to her in 
making herself more picasing fo men, 
making it easier for her to attract their 
love, as these things are useful to men 
in attracting the love «f women. 


There is, however a giave contu- 
sion in this way of thinxing 

The desire to please to make a fav- 
orable impression on those with 
whom she comes in contace. *s one of 
the deepest and most essential Tesires 
of woman. Tits Jesi* 6% ft oF 
noted, more consient and universal 
than love, with which ‘tt *s otten con 
fused. 

The desire to please is for her es- 
sentially a desire to receive, love. on 
the contrary, 1s a wish to bestow. The 
desire to please is unlimited in wom- 
an. while love is limited. even unique. 

Woman wishes to please all. her 
master, her pupil, her client. her 
tradesman, even the passerbv whom 
she meets in the street, the person 
who looks at her out of a window. 
the workman who comes to mend 
her furniture, all the people who do 
not interest her in anv way. 

Woman wishes to please every 
man, every child, everv adolescent 
whom she meets or hears talked 
about. 

It is the chance of being seen, of 
being commented on—in short; of 
pleasing many people, of being ap- 
plauded. that has pushed women into 
sports, Just as it has pushed them to- 
ward masculine studies. 

To be lauded by the Paris crowd, 
to augment the number of people she 
could please—perhaps this is why 
Miss Ruth Elder risked her life in the 
airways of the ocean, like her less 
fortunate competitors who lost their 
lives. 

This is apparently confirmed by 
the fact that Miss Elder, like the other 
women aviators, in the interviews she 
cave before the voyage made a poin! 
of describing with much detail the 
toilettes she planned to wear, rather 
than speaking of the mechanism oft 
Yer airplane. 

Now, do sports-and aviation offer 
woman the best means of pleasing? 
(can the money and the official recog- 
nition she obfains in sports make her 
heloved? I do not helleve it. 

Renown, riches, the recognition of 
professional ability, which are the 
aims of sport, have nothing in com- 
mon with the possibility of pleasing. 
Woman lets herself be easily fascinat- 
ed by the individual—man or wom- 
an—who has received academic de- 
grees, who has gained laurels, even, 
or above all, in sport. But it Is not 
thus with man. He lets himself be 
easily captivated by the charms of 
even the most stupid woman who 
knows how to excite the admiration 
she can wield, but he is neither blind- 
ed nor seduced by the most noted pro- 
fessional ability, nor by the most 
glamorous official recognition. He 
not only does not admire the woman 
who has earned great official laurels, 
but he mistrusts her as well. 

lt is no doubt for this reason that 
amioitious women are generally so en- 


vieus of every one else and so discon- 
‘enied even if thev have attained the 
celebrity «hich they desired: Th @ 
because the satisfaction of their ambi- 
rion does not suppress tn them the 
desire t. ease on the contrary, they 
are persuntv’ed that tame and public 
acclain) ought to intensifv the love 
and adm-ration of thease who surround 
them. and they are furious when they 
fra that ‘his is no! the case. 

No woman who ir courted, adored 
ind preferred bv the little circle to 
which she feels herself superior will 
fail to envv the learned or illustrious 
voman who has hecome famous 
throuchor: the world 

lt is not tor ker works that women 
envy the woman who has distinguish- 
ed herself but for the illusion that 
reputation assures her preferences, 
that, more than anv other woman, she 
those who surround her. 


In the same way a woman does not 
know what to do with the money and 
laurels accorded by these official hon- 
ors, if these do not facilitate love. 

If this is just or unjust; if man is 
right or wrong in being indifferent to 
the laurels of a woman, I do not dis- 
cuss. | only note that it is so, and that 
this instinct corresnonds, perhaps, to 
the interests of society. 

The fact that man and woman aim 
at different ends, that they desire dif- 
ferent compensations. clearly sepa- 
rates the domains in which men and 
women desire to succeed and~ cuts 
short all) concurrence through — this 
fountain head of all durable incom- 
patibilities. 

It is this that must not be los! sight 
of when one wishes to encourage 
woman to go in for sports. 

That woman should go .n or a 
little sport, as much as 1s needful for 
her health, is all very well. That she 
should go in for enough spert to give 
elasticity to her muscles 1s very good. 
That she should go in for sport as a 
pretext for changing her dresses, for 
meeting her friends is all very well. 
But she must know that the pleasure 
she can gain from athletics is very 
small, much smaller than that which 
man can gain and she must learn that 
the advantages she can derive in the 
form of giving pleasure are a sheer 
iusion. 

It is in the domain of grace, of ten- 
derness, of love that she can shine and 
show her courage, her audacity. It Is 
there that she can find her true joy 
the satisfaction of her desire to please 
and the compensations in which she 
will find far. more happiness than in 
any she could obtain from sport.
